HARRISBURG (AP)—Th* aute 
government is considering expend­ 
ing its use of electronic compert 
mg equipment, an official said to­ 
day 
At the same time, Dr. David H 
Kurtzman. secretary of adminis­ 
tration. conceded that the equip­ 
ment installed with much fanfare 
in 1958 ha* not realised the sav 
mg* claimed by the previous ad­ 
ministration. 
Kurtzman described as unfor 
lunate the claim by former Gov. 
George M. Leader's administra­ 
tion that the present machine, oc­ 
cupying a huge room in the Health 
and Welfare Building, would save 
the state $300,000 a year 
“I don t foresee for a Long, long 
time that we're going to save any 
money on it . ” he added in an 
interview. 
GO ON THIRD SHIPT 
However, the experience with 
the first computer touched off a 
reaction that has led to a depart - 
ment-by-department s u r v a y of 
bookkeeping equipment by a spe­ 
cial committee of experts from 
businesses and universities. 
The present equipment (Urnvac? 
now is processing the payrolls of 
all but two little departments, 
Kurtzman said. as well as cor­ 
porate tax and retirement records.

Since the com­ 
puters are rn s constat state of 
development, the state would be 
able to rent the newest equipment 
every' few years, replacing the ob­ 
solescent machines, he added 
As for the equipment to process 
the drivers’ and vehicle records, 
plans are tentative, but “what we 
have in mind eventually is some­ 
thing about the size of Untvac.”

MAJOR FLOODS 
NOT EXPECTED 
TO BE THREAT

Ram-swollen river* and stream* 
continued rising in scattered areas 
of Pennsylvania Monday. How­ 
ever. forecasters said only minor 
flooding in low-lying sections was 
expected. 
The major trouble spot was 
along the Susquehanna R i v e r 
which spilled over it* banks at 
several point*, causing some fam­ 
ilies to leave their homes and 
blocking several roads. 
The river hail gone above nor­ 
mal flood stages at most pointj 
by dawn Monday w ithout causing 
any major headaches. Forecasters 
said the river would crest at as 
high as 28 feet by Tuesday 
PREDICT HIGH CREST 
That high crest was predicted 
for Monday Bi Wilkes-Barre in the 
northeast part of the *tate. Al­ 
though 22 feet is the official flood 
stage there, the city is protected 
by dykes and official* said serious 
flooding would develop only if the 
river reached 32 feet 
At least twenty-three families 
had to be evacuated from low- 
level communities near Wilkes- 
Barre Sunday. 
Homes affected 
were in 
Plains and Plymouth 
townships. 
West Nanticoke and 
Shickshinny. 
As the river rose near Lock Ha­ 
ven its backwaters caused the 
Bald Eagle Creek to spill over its 
banks 
At least eight families in that
